A brief cablegram from Honolulu, 


Hawaii, 2500 miles west of San Fran- 
cico, received liere Saturday 
evening 


by Mrs. Ross Smith, told of the sad 
and -wholly unexpected death of ter 
son-in-law, Dr. Daniel Shepardson. Jr., 
well known not only in Newark and 
Granville, but throughout the whole 
country as the "Wheel Chair Evange- 
list." 


The message was a severe shock to 


Dr Shepardson's hundreds of warm 
friends both liere and in Granville as 
they did not know that lie had been 
ill The message which caine 
from 


Mrs] Shepardson said that the doctor 
had died Saturday morning from, ty- 
phoid malaria The remains will leave 
Honolulu Tuesday and will arrive here 
in the second week in December 


Dr. Daniel Shepardson, Jr., was born 


at Granville, O., on December 1, 1868. 
He was the third" son of the late' 
Rev. Daniel Shepardson D. D., founder 
of and for eighteen years1 president ot 
the Young Ladies Institute at Gran- 
ville, now called "The Shepardson col- 
lege" in 3ionor of Dr. Shepardson; 
it 


being the only school for young wo- 
men endowed and supported by the 
Baptists of Ohio. His eldest brother 
is Prof. "iV W. Shepardson, 
Ph. D., 


'(Yale) of the University of Chicago. 
His second brother is Prof. Gea D. 
Shepardson" M. B. (Cornell) in charge 
of the department of Electrical Engi- 
neering1 in the University of Minneso- 
ta. JVIrs. Shepardson, his mother, is 
now in the feast, having recently left 
Graaville for the winter. 


After the usual years in tthe public 


schools and three years in Granville 
Academy, Mr. Shepardson 
completed 


th6 full classic course in Dennison uni- 
versity in 1888. 


Then followed three years of post- 


graduate work at Yale University, 
New Haven, Conn., during which spe- 
cial "studies in Biblical literature and 
Philosophy were pursued and the de- 
gree of Ph. D. was won. Then follow- 
ed some months of travel iii K«rope. 
Then two years of theological study 
at Morgan Park and at the "University 
cf Chicago. 
Meantime, in 1890, Mr. 


Shepardson was instructor in Hebrew. 
English Bible, and Arabic in the Am- 
erican Iristitute of Sacred Literature; 
was licensed to preach the gospel in 
1S91 
by Calvary Baptist church, New 


Haven Rev. B. Ml Potecf. D. D." "pastor; 
was assL . pastor at Memorial Baptist 
church in Chicago, in' 1891 and '92; 
•was assistant pastor tojDr. P. S. Hen- 
son and superintendent of the Sunday 
school of the First Baptist ehurdi in 
Chicago during 1892 and '93. -and lec- 
turer on O. T. prophecy at the Baptist 
Missionary Training School. 


In February, 1893, Dr. Shepardson 


was paralyzed while in the midst of a 
large and blessed work. In July 1S95, 
he began to preach in a wheel chair. 
and after some months, in Septembei 
1895. in the First Baptist church of 
Chicago, was ordained to the gcspel 
ministry. It was in this year that he 
was married to Miss Mary Smith oi 
Newark, whom he had known for a 
long time, and who has since shared 
lis wiork and his life. 


After several w^eeks of 
teaching 


languages in an Illinois college. Dr. 
Shepardson acted for several months 
as 'pastor pro ttm of Central Baptist 
church Of Minneapolis, and then sup- 
plied the First Church of Duluth for 
two month?. During the past frw 
years he had been devoting himself 
entirely to special services and BiW<> 
studies. Daring the summer mentis 
Dr. Shepardson gave Bible lectures at 
various Summer Assemblies In Ohio. 
Indiana and Michigan.

Frequently he preached from Newark 
pulpits and at the Y. M. C. A. Bril- 


liant, personally attractive and always 
interesting either in the pulpit or in 
private conversation, Dr. Shepardson 
had a wide circle of friends. 


Though sorely afflicted, Dr. Shepard- 


son was one of the most cheerful of 
men and he was also one of the busiest. 
He found time to write two books tihat 
received much favorable comment and 
•?;as at work 
on a third when death 


touched him. 


VERY MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR 


Is Hie Injury of One J. R, McDowell Who Was Spirited 


Away from Hospital AJter Serious Injury Was Attended 
To-Effort BefngWe to Keep Facts Under Cover, 


Another mysterious affray in which 


J. H. McDowell of this city received 
jrobably fatal injuries, occurred on 
Sunday morning in Walnut street in 
the saloon owned by George Fessler. 
A big effort is being made by the in- 
terested parties, to "go _under cover" 
with the facts in the case, and the po- 
lice profess, to know but little of the 
particulars. 


The only facts that" are obtainable 


are these. McDowell was injured in 
some manner in the Fessler 
saloon. 


3e left the place 
and went to Dr. 


Sornby's, office opposite . the 
High 


school building,' but could not find 
;he doctor. He then reached Dr. H. 
?. Cosner's 
office, further west on 


Main street and sank exhausted from 
oss of blood. Dr. Cosner, who was 
visiting a patient, was hurriedly sum- 
moned and found the man in a dan- 
gerous condition. 


A hurry call was sent for the am- 


bulance and the operating room at 
the City Hospital was hurriedly pre- 
pared for an emergency case. 
The 


victim was placed on the operating 
table and ' his wounds dressed. A 
few hours later McDowell was 
re- 


moved from the hospital and spirited 
away to the east end 
of the city, 


where he is stil in a serious condition. 


Several stories are afloat as to how 


the man was injured. One of them 
and the most plausible one is that he 
engaged in an encounter in the sa- 
loon. It is said that two habitues of 
the place were fighting and that Mc- 
Dowell attempted to act as a peace- 
maker, and that both the other men 
jumped on him and- gave him. a ter- 
rific beating. 
During the fracas Mc- 


Dowell was struck with a beer glass 
or a bottle. The blow landed fairly 
on the point of the chin, breaking the 
glass and allowing a piece of it to en- 
ter his throat. An artery under his 
chin was severed and the man nearly 
bled to death. 


The proprietor of the saloon denies 


that any fight was in progress and 
'states that McDowell fell in the sa- 
| loon, striking his Iiead on a cuspi- 
idor. 
Such a wound as is described 


|by the surgeon could not have heen 
made by such a fall, "however, and the 
persistent stories that he was struck 
seem to have some foundation.

road wreck at Baker's Bridge station, 
a mile and a half west of Lincoln, 6tt 
the main line of Fitchburg division ot 
the Boston and Maine railroad. The 
regular Sunday night express, -which! 
left Boston for Montreal by way of 
the Rutland system; crashed into the 
rear of an accommodation train hound 
for points on the Marlboro branch 
line, and which started from Boston 
at 7:15. Of the dead a -dozen weje 
passengers in the two rear cars of the 
Marlboro train. The other two were 
Engineer Barnard of the Montreal ex- 
press and his flreman. No passenger 
on the express train was injured. Of 
those who lost their lives a number 
were apparently killed instantly in 
the collision, while others were either 
burned to death or died from suffoc*- 
tion.

For the time It was necessary, 
to lay injured" persons side by slda 
with the bodies of the dead, until 
every effort possible had been mada 
to rescue other victims.

The wreck was primarily due to 


thick weather, which apparently ob- 
scured signals set by the forward 
train, which at the time of the disas- 
ter was standing in front of Baker's 
Bridge station. 
The Montreal train, 


drawn by two locomotives and con- 
sisting of nine cars, crashed Info the 
rear of the .Marlboro branch local, de- 
molishing the two rear cars. 
All of 


the passengers killed and seriously in- 
jured were in these. The passengers 
lived in Concord, West Acton, May- 
nard. Hudson, Marlboro and several 
smaller towns in the Assabet valley. 
None of the passengers on the Mon- 
treal train was seriously hurt, bit the 
engineer and fireman of the leading 
locomotive were killed. 


The wreckage caught fire and some 


of the passengers were incinerated. 
Few persons live in the vicinity of 
Baker's Bridge station, and no fire de- 
partment was available so that the 
flames practically burned themselves 
out.

UB case of Midshipman Minor 


Meriwether, Jr., of the Naval 
academy 
at 
Annapolis «lias 


raised the query whether a 


false sense of honor prevails to a large 
extent among the young iueu in at- 
tendance at this institution. The Unit- 
ed States Military academy, like other 
academies where instruction for naval 
or military service is imparted, has 
many time honored traditions, uad the 
conduct of students is often governed 
more by them than by the regularly 
adopted and published rules of the 
school. 
Midshipman Meriwether had 


a disagreement with a fellow student 
named James H. Branch, Jr. 
Meri- 


wether is alleged to have insulted 
Branch, applying to him the epithets 
"sneak" and "coward." According to 
the code of honor said to prevail 
•among many students at Annapolis, 
this necessitated a challenge from tbe 
person insulted. In former times the 
difference would have been settled by 
pistols or swords, but as dueling is 
not allowed in tbe.se days the fist fight, 
•with referee, timekeeper and secouds, 
has been substituted. Meriwether be- 
longs to the third class at the academy, 
and Branch belonged to the second. 
Meriwether thought he was being ill 
treated by Branch, his superior officer 
in the cadet organization, and took the 
matter up with his class. 


It is said that the class to which 


Branch belonged directed him to chal- 
lenge and that Meriwetner's class di- 
rected him to accept the invitation to 
combat. At any rate, the contest was 
held in strict accordance with the un- 
written rules of the code of honor, 
which, it is reported, is not only accept- 
ed by the students of the academy, but 
indorsed by the officers of the navy.

Turkish 
empire 
would, no doubt, 


suffer much from a war between the 
sultan and the powers of Europe. 
But it is to be suspected that the fol- 
lowers of Islam, in other countries 
would not rally to the upraised green 
-flag of the prophet in anything like 
the numbers predicted, or that if 
they did they would not be able to 
accomplish a fraction of the pro- 
gram, laid down for them. 


There is, no doubt, that the Turk- 


ish army would be able to 
give 
a 


good account of itself, for its sol- 
diers are brave 
and fanatical, and 


many of them are armod with mod- 
ern guns and have been drilled by 
German officers. 
But the same is 


.not true of the vast Moslem popula- 
tion outside the Trukish dominions, 
which, while possessing bravery and 
fanaticism, has neither modern arms 
nor 
discipline. In the olden 
days 


when, the 
Moslems 
fought 
with 


Europeans the former were as well 
armed and disciplined as their foes 
and often had the advantage in these 
respects. In numbers also they were 
equal or superior. 
Now the advan- 


tage in all these matters would be 
with the Christians.

FORAKER BILL 


SNAJtK AXH J)KLUSIOX SAYS AN 


OFFICIAL, OF CO.MMEltCK 


COMMISSION. 


JJetter Wipe Out AH Railroad Laws 


Thau 1'a.ss It—Conference with 


the President. 


Washington, Nov. 27.—Only a single 


provision of the railroad rate bill, pre- 
pared by Senator Foraker, meets the 
approval of the interstate commerce 
commission. It is said this is the pro- 
vision requiring the books of railroad 
corporations to be thrown open to the 
inspection of agents of the commission 
on demand. 


For the rest, it was said at the 


rooms "of the commission, the Foraker 
bill is a( snare and a delusion. 


Rather than enact the Foraker bill 


into law, an officer of the commission 
said, Congress might better wipe out 
all the special legislation relating to 
railroads now on the statute books, in- 
cluding the interstate commerce act 
and with it the commission, and try 
letting the matter of the sale of trans- 
portation be governed by the same 
laws which regulate the sale of any 
other commodity. 


There are provisions in the Foraker 


bill, he said, which would legalize the 
making of pooling arrangements or 
contracts between the railroads, as 
well as almost any other kind of a 
contract between the roads and ship- 
pers. It would be nothing less than 
a mockery to pass the bill in the form 
in which it stands, he declared. 
It 


would be handing the country a gold 
brick. 


Two members of the commission, 


Chairman Knapp an Mr. Prouty, were 
in consultation with the President at 
the White House, presumably on the 
subject of the bill, which the commis- 
sion has been asked to prepare by the 
Senate committee on interstate com- 
merce. This bill, it is reasonable to 
suppose, will embody the views of the 
administration with regard to the 
regulation of railroad rates. 
"What 


these views were last session is well 
known, but there is reason to believe 
they have been modified in some par- 
ticulars of late. 


Bnt it is not possible at this time 


to say just what the changes in the 
President's 
views have 
been, nor 


Whether they are in the direction of 
more rigid control or in the other 
direction. There are some indications 
that the President is inclined to''yield 
somewhat to the desires of the rail- 
roads, and might accept a measure 
differing in form from the Esch-Town- 
send bill, which the House passed last 
spring.

Annual Report of Secretary of Agri- 


culture Wilson is Just 


Submitted. 


Washington, Nov. 27. — In his an- 


nual report Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson says that during 1905 wealth 
production on 
the 
farms 
of ' the 


United States reached the unparal- 
leled total 
of $0,415,000,000. Four 


crops make new high records as to 
value, corn, hay, -wheat and rice, al- 
though in amount of production the 
corn crop is the only one that exceeds 
previous years. In every crop the 
general level of production was high, 
and that of prices was still higher. 
Aside from the enormous yield of 
wealth, the secretary estimates that 
the farms of the country have in- 
creased in value dvring the past five 
years to a present aggregate of 
$0,13.3,000,000. 


Analyzing the principal crops for 


the year, the secretary says that corn 
reached its highest production witn 
2,708,000,000 bushels, a gain of 42,- 
000,000 over the next lowest year, 
1899; 
hay is second in order of value, 


although cotton held second place 
during the two preceding years. The 
hay crop this year is valued at $605,- 
000,000. Cotton comes third, with a 
valuation of '$575,000,000; 
wheat, 


$525,000,000; oats, $282,000,000; pota- 
toes, $138,000,000; barley, $58,000,000; 
tobacco, $52,000,000; sugar cane and 
sugar beets, $50,000,000; rice, $13,892,- 
000; 
dairy products $605,000,000, an 


increase of 554,000,000 over last year. 
"The farmer's hen," he says, "is be- 
coming a worthy companion to his 
cow. 
The annual production of eggs 


is now a score of billions. Poultry 
products have climbed to a place of 
more than a half billion dollars in 
value, so the farmer's hen competes 
with wheat for precedence." 


In dealing with the crop report 


"leak," Secretary Wilson, after refer- 
ring to the "gross breach of trust, on 
the part of one of the employes of 
the bureau of statistics," .says: "This 
department acted with vigor and dis- 
patch when it got evidence of wrong- 
doing on the part of its own ofiicials, 
but we have no evidence of discip- 
linary or preventative action at the 
trades's end- of the line, where the 
gamblers, interested neither " in the 
production nor consumption, disturb 
values to the injury of both, and 
make loud outcry when creatures of 
their^own kind corrupt ofiicials .tp^be- 
tray confidence for the love of money. 
The responsibility for this "leak' is 
shared by every one who, to get 
money without work, gambles in farm 
products. When this form of industry 
ceases these parasites who tempt de- 
partment ofiicials will have to work 
for their bread."

Crews of Several Warships In Open 


Sympathy With the Revolutionists. 
Count Witte and Cabinet Discuss 
the Situation—Trouble May Spread 
Through the Army. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 27. — Though 


the 
mutinous Russian 
sailors 
at 


Sebastopol 
have 
not 
yet submit- 


ted, but on the contrary have received 
promises of support from the crews of 
the battleship Panteleimon (formerly 
the Kniaz Potemkine) and the cruiser 
Otchakoff, and though they are in 
complete 
possession of "Admiralty 


Point," where the barracks are lo- 
cated, there were no disorders aiid 
the situation is regarded as much im- 
proved. The 
mutineers have been 


deserted by the Brest regiment, which 
marched off under arms to a camp 
formed by loyal sailors and sent a 
message to Vice Admiral Chouknin 
asking his pardon and saying they 
were ready to return to duty. 


The mutiny has created 
alarm 


in government 
circles, and no at- 


tempt is made to disguise the serious- 
ness of this latest crisis. The army is 
the last prop of the government. Mu- 
tiny is contagious, and the epidemic 
of revolt which has attacked in turn 
practically all the units of the navy 
from Vladivostok to Cronstadt. it is 
feared, is destined similarly to spread 
through the army. 


The sailors who.- mutinied at Sebas- 


topol~number about 4,000, and belong 
to various equipages of the 28th to 
3Cth. Including the sailors on board 
the ships there were about 8,000 in 
Sebastopol when the mutiny occurred. 
The troops in the garrison consisted 
of the Brest and Bielostok regiments, 
with two battalions of, artillery and 
one tattalicn of fortress artillery. 
The Bielostok regiment during the 
outbreak several - weeks ago fired on 
the sailors, and at the admiralty no 
doubt is now entertained that the mu- 
tiny was the result of the carefully 
prepared work of revolutionary agita- 
tors, to whom the support given the 
mutineers 'at Cronstadt by the work- 
men of St. Petersburg offered a pow- 
erful weapon. 


Count Witte called an extraordi- 


nary session of' the cabinet to con- 
sider the situation. Grand Duke Nich- 
olas NicholaeivitcE,' president of the 
council -of c*he~ national defeasex-? and 
commander 
of the imperial guard, 


was present, and this fact caused a 
revival of the rumor that the grand 
duke might immediately be appointed 
dictator; but it can be taken for 
granted that this step has not been 
decided upon, as it is plain that a dic- 
tatorship at the present juncture 
would be sure to precipitate an im- 
mediate armed revolution. 
Neverthe- 


less, Count Witte's government, if it 
continues its. present policy, will be 
powerless to cope with the increasing 
problems by which it is constantly 
confronted. 
The revolutionary tide 


subsides only to mount higher, and 
the extreme elements, convinced that 
the government must fall, are raising 
their demands proportionately. 


The only immediate measure the 


government is known to have decided 
upon is the enactment of a drastic 
law to punish persons guilty of in- 
Citing strikes, but this would only be 
likely tp inflame the Socialists. The 
physical impossibility of holding elec- 
tions in many provinces owing to the 
prevalence of agrarian disorders and 
the generally disturbed conditions, in- 
volving 
the 
postponement 
of 
the 


douma, "which "is sure to be misinter- 
preted, constitutes another danger 
and adds weight to the arguments of 
those who are urging on Count Witte 
that the only chance of restoring 
comparative tranquillity is to induce 
the emperor to sign n? constitution 
guaranteeing the liberties promised 
in the manifesto. 
They declare that 


the choice lies between that and a 
dictatorship. 


Strike Spreading. 


Moscow, Nov. 27.—The strike here 


is spreading. Crowds of strikers are 
plun ring factories, private houses 
and state liquor shops. The military 
is working the telephones. TBe gov- 
erning committee .of the bourse met 
and passed a resolution urging the 
government to take energetic meas- 
ures to stop pillaging! 


Revolt at Vladivostok. .

Visit of the Turkish Foreign Minister 


Held to Presage the Early Submis- 
sion of the Porte — International 
Fleet 
Arrives at 
the 
Island of 


Mytilene. 


Constantinople, Nov. 27.—In ambas- 


sadorial circles here it is believed 
that the porte finally will accept the 
proposition 
of the 
allied 
powers. 


An indication of the yielding atti- 
tude of the porte is that the foreign 
minister, Tewiik Pasha, visited the 
British ambassador, Sir Nicholas R. 
O'Connor, and the Austro-Hungariau 
ambassador, Baron Von Calice, with 
the object of proposing a modification 
of the Macedonian reforms scheme by 
which the financial delegates of the 
powers in Macedonia should be ap- 
pointed by the porte and designated 
as Ottoman financial councillors. 
It 


is doubtful whether the powers will 
accept this modification, but the posi- 
tion is more hopeful, as this is the 
first time any visit has been made be- 
tween the porte and the ambassadors 
since Oct. 27, when the porte refused 
the request of the ambassadors for a 
collective audience of the sultan, with 
the exception of the German ambas- 
sador, Baron Von Bieberstein, who on 
three occasions during this interval 
visited Tewfik Pasha. 
The last con- 


ference between the ambassador and 
the minister was held Friday last, and 
it was a prolonged one. 


The trial was begun here of a Bel- 


gian subject named Joris and of 15 
Armenians on the charge of complic- 
ity in the attempt on the life of the 
sultan July 21 last.
